Rome, July 29. The Duke of Sermoneta, and his 
Son the Prince of Caferte, are gone from hence for 
Vienna. Card.Grimani and Count Lamberg the Impe- 
rial Ambaffador, leaft the Spanifh Ambaffador thould 
hhave made any attempt upon him, 
him feveral Miles out of Rome. A few days be- 
fore his Departure, the Pope fent to acquaint him 
that he ought to ftay in this City, or at leaft to 
leave his Son behind him, if he would not pay the 

Fine of 50000 Crowns that is laid on him: To 
which he anfwer'd, That he was ready to pay his 
Fine, but that he would go whither the Emperor 
had order’d him, and that he had been treated ill by 
the Papal Government. He has made over his Pa- 
lace in this City to the Emperor, and likewife all 
his Fiefs in the Territories of the Church, and in the 
Kingdom of Naples, in Confideration of a Penfion 
of 12000 Crowns Yearly. The Imperial Ambaffa- 
_dor has taken Poffeffion of his Palace, and has caus‘d 
his Arms and thofe of Spain and of the Senat of 
Rome to be taken down ; and thofe of the Emperor 
and of the Pope to be put up. 

From the Harlem Courant, Dated Aug. 22, 
Stetin, Aug. 17. Our Army under General Gul- 
denftern,is gotas far as Tarnowitz,within 14 Miles of 
Cracow. The King of Sweeden is arriv’d within 2
